New York, Feb. 3 (AP)—European 
gold currencies startled the foreign 
exchange markets Friday by tum ­ 
bling to sharp discounts in terms 
of the new American dollar.^ 
The sterling group of currencies 
participated in the drop, declining 
not only in term s of the dollar but 
also in terms of European gold cur­ 
rencies. 
In the second day of foreign ex­ 
change trading since the interna­ 
tional value of the dollar was fixed 
at 15 5-21 grains of gold, the French 
franc, the principal foreign gold 
currency, tumbled .18 of I cent to 
6.22 cents. 
Were Expected To Rise 
At that level it was at a discount 
of some six per cent in terms of the 
dollar, the largest at any time since 
it was stabilized six years ago. 
It had been expected that the gold 
currencies would quickly rise to their 
new gold parties with the dollar, or, 
in case of the French franc, to 6 63 
cents. 
The Dutch guilder plunged 
downward with the franc, dropping 
.80 of I cent to 63.6Q cents, in con­ 
trast to its new parity of 68.05 cents. 
The pound sterling slumped ll

They were immediately a t­ 
tracted to him. He is blaming no one—not even himself. Rather he is 
rejoicing at his recent misfortune because it has been the means of dis­ 
covering himself for himself.

The normal tax rate is 4 per cent 
on the first $4,000 of net income in 
excess of the personal exemption, 
credit for dependents, etc.;

excess amount. The surtax rates— 
in computing which many taxpay­ 
ers make mistakes, usually to their 
own disadvantage—begin on net in­
